At 
Lisbon again, in 1755, the earthquake 
lasted eight minutes, when nearly every 
house in the aity was swallowed up, and 
00,003 persona went down to instant 
death. In Saptembar, 1G93, Dimly lost 
100,000 lives, aud m-lGG2, Pekiu, in 
Chins, lost 300,000. In 1731 another 
earthquake 
visited Ohino, and Pekin 


again lost 100,000 lives. Lima lost 13,- 
000 in 174G, and in 175-1 Grand Cairo lost 
40,000. In 
1783, Messina 
and 
other 


towns in Italy and Sicily were visited by 
an earthquake when 10,000 persons per- 
ished. In 179i three towns in Turkey 
lost 10,000 persons, and in 1797, over 40,- 
000 peoplejwere destroyed in ono second 
in Mexico. 


Coming down to more recent times—to 


tho times within the memory of persons 
now living—we find that tbo earthquake 
at Calabria, in tbe southern part of tbe 
kingdom ot Naples in 1857, Bomo 22,000 
lives were lost in a very few seconds. At 
Mendozo, South America, 7,000 lives 
wero lost by the earthquake of 1801, and 
10,000 people perished 011 tho Phillip- 
pme Isles, June 3, 1803.

pensbed in Peru, Ecuador and Chili. It 
is estimated that iu the 75 years from 1783 
t,} 1857, tho kingdom of Naples lost at 
least 111,000 inhabitants by the effect of 
earthquakes.

During tho 12 years from 1372 
to 18S3, there have boen recorded in the 
United States and Canada BC4 earth- 
quakes, distributed as follows: Atlantic 
slope, 147; Paoilio ulopo, 151; HiBsienippi 
valley, CO. From this list it appears that 
in the entire area earthquakes oconr on 
the average once in twelve dajp, and 
once a moath in tho Atlantic elope. 
Many ot thess disturbances nro, however, 
so alight aa to be nnperooived by tho ma- 
jority of tho people, and it should be 
observed that the list is more complete 
in the density populated and frequently 
ehakan Atlantic slope than in eitbor tb» 
stldom shaken MiBsiesippi valloy or the 
sparsely populated Pacitio elope.

GREAT 
EARTHQUAKES. 


The greatest earthquake that ever 


ahoik this continent was that which de- 
molished Charleston ou the night of 
August 81. We have hod a good many 
earthquakes in America during the past 
seventy-five years, but fortunately none, 
or 
very 
few, at 
least, 
have 


proved 
fatal. 
One 
of 
the 
most 


notable 
was 
that 
which 
occurred 


jn 1811, near New Madrid, in Missouri- 
That famous earthquake, according to 
Enmboldt, presented cne of the few ex- 
amples of the incessant quaking of the 
ground for several suoieasive months fcr 
from any volcano. 
Over an extent of 


oonntry stretohing for 303 milea south- 
ward from the mouth of the Ohio rivor 
the ground rose and sank in great undu- 
lations, and lakes were formed and again 
drained. The surface burst open in fis- 
sures tbat generally trended northeast 
and southwest and were sometimes more 
than half a tulle long; from these fissures 
mud and water wore thrown, often cs 
high as tho tope of tbo trees. The dis- 
tnibancos continued ovor what has bee n 
oallod the "sunk country" until March 
25,1S12, when they ceased ooinoidentillj 
with the great earthquake of Caracas. 


Probably the earthquake which pro- 


duced tho severest shock, except that at 
Charleston, tooh place in tbo eastern 
states on tho 18tb 
of November, 1750. 


This earthquake began in Massachusetts 
with a roaring noise like that of thunder; 
after a minute's continuance of this 
ttioro came the first severe shook with a 
swell hko tbat ot u long, rolling soa—a 
swell so great that mon in tho open fields 
ran to seize something by which to hold 
on le&t tbey should be thrown down. 
After two or three lessor shocks there 
came ths most violent o! all, producing & 
quick, horizontal tremor 
ivith sudden 


jorka and wrencboB; this continued two 
minutes, and utter a slight revival died 
away. Numerous other shocks followed 
ia thy course of a month. In Boston 
tho main sho.ok threw down many chim- 
neys, wind vanes and brick buildings, 
and throughout tbe country it threw 
down the rude stone walls bounding the 
farms; new springs of water were opened 
the vessels in the harbor felt the shock! 
largo numbers of flab, woro killed 
and 


floated to the«urfac6of the water.' 


But it is strange that no loss of lives 


is recorded by these two aoiable earth- 
quakes.

key buzzards, Uio popular street scavengers 
of this section, sit upon a horso rack near 
Central market, in Meeting street, near tho 
business part of the cit^, watching tho lug- 
t^ard traders, at sunrise Friday morning. 
When tho scene grew active, an hour later, 
tho favored birds dropped olT their perch and 
strolled with lh« buyers through tho market, 
tsot more than one stall ill ton was occupied. 
Ilio purchasers were fow. A weary, hag-. 
gard look overspread ovary fuce, telling of 
tho distress of Thursday night. As far as 
tho oyu could iv.-ich in every direction thero 
worn tents and blanket*, stratched underneath 
which tho inhabitants, driven from their 
homes tln-ough fear of a revisitation of tho 
earthquake-, had spout tlio night.

Only a. £ow o£ 
tho now and modem bricks, and tho inostsub- 
stantial wooden ones aro fit or safe, for habi- 
tation. Great fissures and era ciks mark idl 
tho outai- or inner walls. Scarcely a sound 
pioco of plftto glass can bo found in the city. 
Many oE them have holes Li the center, as if 
penetrated by ir.tisket balls. In sonio portions 
of tho city, particularly about tho battery, 
where the most damage was sustained, 
scarcely a chimney can bo louud ou tho hand- 
some residences. 
Nearly all of tho brick 


buildings hero aro covered with stucco, and 
aro marked to resemble stone. Tho wronch- 
ing process of the earthquakes peeled oft this 
stucco and heaped it up on the sidewalks. In 
some instances > ^olo roofs aro dumped into 
thfl streets.

One of till; most convincing; proof.* oC tho 


supernatural power of tho shocks can be seen 
at the marble works on Meeting street, near 
IJrood. 
Firm granite and marble monu- 


ments, some of thorn two feot thick ar.d not u 
dozen feot high, wero broken in twain, and 
one1 was broken to atoms. Tho older brick, 
buildings were constructed of a very inferior 
material, it scorns. The bricks wero so rough 
mid small as to make thostucco surface highly 
desirable, and instead of locking or lapping 
thorn as is dono now, and especially in tho 
north, thoy wen) laid in oven rows, furnish- 
ing no interlocking or bracing power. Quite a 
largo iiumbci'of business IIOUHB stand in canopy 
shupo, the end walls having fallen, leaving 
the roofs suspended over the side walls. These 
of coin-so wiil havo to bo condemned by eoni- 
mission of tho city council and ordoral taken 
down. Merchants inform tho United Press 
reporters that but few of tlio buildings eon- 
demned will bo replaced by new ones. There 
will bo many repairs, however. It Ls proposed 
t<i link the walls together by iron rods, and as 
most of tho buildings havo but two stories and 
vu-y few have more than threw, thu fractured 
walls can be made to stand, provided this is 
the last of tho earthquake business. 


At a special meeting of tho city council 


Friday tho mayor and aldermen were con- 
stituted a cur.imittce to invest] ga to tho con- 
dition of buildings hi. their respective wards 
ar.d to order any unsafe walk or building to 
bo torn do\vn. It is estimated that over 500 
buildings will Iw condemned. A prominent 
real estate agent says that whllo some ot tho 
wooden buildings are habitable under fair 
circumstances, most ot them am badly 
wrecked, and that thero Is scarcely a safe 
brick building in tho city.

Friday morning the patients wero all moved 


from tho city hospital to tho Agricultural 
hall, where they are being niatlu as comforta- 
ble us possible. ?*o r.ioro deaths or new cases 
were reported at the hospital during the 
morning. There aro now in the hospital 110 
patients, 100 of whom aro there suffering 
from injuries sustained Tuesday night. About 
half of thorn wore bruised by falling build- 
ings and the others aro prostrated by thu ex- 
citement.

As to the continuous flow of water there 
has been 9 slight decrease since th« wells 
began to bo used.
